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Claim extra pitches will not solve illegal camps problem

COMMUNITY leaders in Wal¬ 
sall have reacted to a plan 
which will see more traveller 
pitches created in the bor¬ 
ough than anywhere else in 
the Black Country. 

A masterplan shows 27 new pitch¬ 
es for travellers and gipsies need to 
be found in the next four years with 
more than half of them - 15 - to be 
located in Walsall. 

It will see the borough’s total tally increase 
37 per cent from 40 to 55. By 2036 it is pre¬ 
dicted Walsall will have a total of 69 gipsy and 
traveller permanent/residential pitches. 

The figures have been revealed in the Black 
Country Core Strategy which has been devel¬ 
oped by all four borough councils. 

Councillor Ian Robertson, who saw more 
than 50 caravans cause havoc at Swannies 
Field in Blakenall recently, said: “The pitches 
should be shared around more evenly across 
the Black Country and throughout Walsall it¬ 
self as it is a big place with lots of green space. 

“But I would like to see more transit sites 
come forward as well, which have minimum 
provisions such as washing facilities while they 
are only allowed to stay there a week.” 

The plan has prompted a mixed response 
from some Walsall councillors, particularly 
those who have seen illegal encampments pop 
up in their own wards in recent weeks. 

Aldridge councillor John Murray, who saw a 
large number of caravans pitch up at Aldridge 
Airport last week, described the allocation fig¬ 
ures as unfair. He said: “On the face of it it does 
not seem at all fair that Walsall should take 
more than the other three boroughs which are 
of a similar size. We need to find out why those 
allocations have been proposed. 

“But to be honest I do not think it will ac¬ 
tually make an impact on the problem we cur¬ 
rently face from travellers who just want to 
stay for a week and make an absolute mess.” 

Former council leader Councillor Mike Bird 
said the plans will not solve the problem of ille¬ 
gal encampments but may help removing them. 

He said: “In court the argument is if the 
council has not provided enough legal pitches 
then it shouldn’t be moving them on from ille¬ 
gal encampments. So if there are more pitches 
it will help with that process.” 


ADRENALINE KICKED IN, SAYS HAVE-A-GO HERO

A BRAVE disabled man and his son have told 
how they restrained a dangerous shoplifter 
and helped put him back behind bars. 

Charlie and Brett Robertson have received 
Good Citizens Awards from the police after 
snaring a thief at Blakenall Village Centre 
pharmacy in Walsall. 

Brett, aged 23, described how ‘adrenaline 
kicked in’ during the drama in which his 
56-year-old father was shoved to the floor 
injuring his hip. They initially stopped the 
shoplifter leaving the pharmacy when staff 
rumbled his attempts to steal handfuls of 


items. Brett and Charlie, cornered him and 
demanded he emptied his pockets. But in des¬ 
peration the thief fled into a back room. 

They hauled him out but frail Charlie was 
shoved to the floor when the thief lashed out. 

Undeterred he got back to his feet and 
helped Brett restrain the suspect to the 
ground until police arrived. 

Brett said: “It was all pretty chaotic. It was 
a pretty intense day. 

“We ended up in A&E tested for Hepatitis 
C because of what happened which was a bit 
of shock. I wasn’t particularly scared. He was 


not a big gentleman. Adrenaline just kicked 
in. Both of us don’t like people who steal or 
bully others.” 

Since their heroic actions on the morning 
of August 26 last year, it has been revealed 
that the pair have been presented with their 
award. Brett modestly added: “We just did 
what anyone else would do.” 

A West Midlands Police spokesman said: 
“Both men went above and beyond that day, 
putting themselves in harm’s way to detain 
a dangerous man, who was later found to be 
wanted on a recall to prison.”

Three are facing 
terrorism charges 

A MAN from Great Barr is among three 
suspected neo-Nazi sympathisers charged 
with terrorism offences. 

Alexander Deakin, aged 22, of Brecon 
Road, is accused of being a member of 
the banned far-right group National Ac¬ 
tion and has been charged with inciting 
racial hatred. Two soldiers - one based in 
Cyprus and one based in Powys, Wales - 
have also been charged with belonging to 
National Action, the first extreme right-wing 
group to be banned under terrorism laws. 

Deakin has been charged with being a 
member of a proscribed organisation, two 
counts under Section 58 of the Terrorism 
Act 2000, one count of distribution of a 
terrorist publication and is also charged 
separately with one count of inciting racial 
hatred. 

All three were due to appear at Westmin¬ 
ster Magistrates Court on Tuesday.

Job risk fears as 
salary cap lifted 

TENS of police officers could lose their 
jobs as a result of a pay cap being lifted 
in the West Midlands, warns police & 
crime commissioner David Jamieson. 

He says 80 police officers would 
need to be axed with each one per cent 
pay rise costing the force £4 million. 

“The Government must provide re¬ 
sources to fund the pay increases, so 
pay increases for some are not job 
losses for others,” he said.

AN historic former factory has met the 
bulldozer as council chiefs step up a 
huge redevelopment project. 

The old JW Bonser at Albert Street, 
Walsall, had stood empty since 2015 
following the collapse of the bathrooms 
fittings company. 

Last month, Walsall Council began 
preliminary demolition work and on 
Monday the derelict buildings which 
had been declared unsafe were torn 
down. 

The site has been earmarked for 
businesses and offices development as 


part of the authority’s £400m Gigaport 
project. 

Walsall FC chairman Jeff Bonser 
had once ran the factory until selling 
it to Leicester-based Dalby Holdings in 
2003. 

The council purchased the plot four 
years later. 

Bulldozers wasted no time in tearing 
down the remains, with the factory lev¬ 
elled by midday. 

In previous years the Albion Tannery 
on Hatherton Street has been demol¬ 
ished as part of the Gigaport project. 


Car boot sales boost 
for stadium car park 


THE team behind the popu¬ 
lar Bescot Market market have 
been given planning permission 
to use the overspill car park at 
Walsall FC’s football ground to 
host a car boot sale one day a 
week. 

The market promoters were given per¬ 
mission to host the ‘large car boot sale’ on 
Thursdays. 

They say the public have regularly asked 
for such an event to be brought to the town 
over the years and have pledged to bring 
something to the town ‘that it does not al¬ 
ready have’. 

A planning statement submitted to Wal¬ 
sall Council reads: “The site is a flat car 
park situated at the back of the football 
stadium just behind the artificial training 
pitches. It is used for overspill car parking 
on match days but only really used for the 
bigger games where gates will be 5,000 
plus. 

“As the promoters of Bescot Market we 
are regularly asked why we can’t put on a 
car boot sale with the general market. 

“In reality the site is already full from 
general market traders but when we raised 
it with the football club they thought that a 
clearly defined car boot sale on a week day 
would be popular. 

“We undertook some market research 
by asking the public if they would be in¬ 
terested and most thought it was a great 
idea.” 

As part of their market research, devel¬ 
opers looked at the current car boot sales 
on offer across the borough, which revealed 
that while they all compete with Bescot 
Market on a Sunday, they would not affect 
plans for the new weekly car boot sale. 

The statement added: “We are looking to 
operate a much larger car boot sale with a 
wider selection of goods on sale each week. 

“The fact that you should be able to find 
anything you want at a larger event will be 
our unique selling point.”

Once-criticised school 'doing better' 


Watchdog's 
good rating 
for primary 
maintained 

A PRIMARY school has passed its 
latest Ofsted inspection, on only its 
second visit since applying to convert 
from a council-maintained school in 
2012. 

The watchdog has written to bosses 
at Woodlands Academy in Willenhall 
confirming they have maintained its 
‘Good’ rating from the last full inspec¬ 
tion which took place in 2013. 

The report stated the school’s work 
to tackle absence had seen the prob¬ 
lem reduced by more than half since 
last year when rates were above the 
national average. 

Pupils’ progress was also said to 
have improved, while their needs 
were catered for due to planning by 
teachers. 

In a letter to headteacher Tamsin 
Newton inspector Jonathan Keay 
said: “The leadership team has main¬ 
tained the good quality of education 
in the school. 

“Leaders exhibit strong knowl¬ 
edge and skills across every phase of 
the school. You and senior leaders 
demonstrate capacity for further im¬ 
provement. Children’s learning is at 
the heart of your school improvement 
work. 

“Establishing challenge and secur¬ 
ing learning at a greater depth have 
been a clear focus of staff training. 

“The school’s own assessment in¬ 
formation and work in books show 
that pupils are working at a greater 
depth in their learning. The most able 
pupils are receiving a higher level of 
challenge, but there is scope for this 
area of improvement to be developed 
even more.” 

Fan quits Twitter 
following outcry 

A WALSALL fan who pulled off a 
prank by claiming he booked a room 
on the Isle of Wight during an away 
trip to Portsmouth says he is quitting 
Twitter over ‘abuse’. 

Davey Drew shared his nightmare 
experience on social media as he fol¬ 
lowed the Saddlers when they trav¬ 
elled to the south coast last month. 

It was shared on Twitter thousands 
of times and read by 2.5 million users. 

The story was also picked up by 
media around the world. 

His ordeal touched the hearts of 
many travelling football fans as well 
as Walsall FC offered to pay his ferry 
fare from island. 

But Davey revealed to the Express 
& Star last week that his tweet was 
just ‘for a bit of fun’. 

After it was outed as a hoax Davey 
took to Twitter to say: “Don’t think 
I deserve the abuse I’m getting for a 
harmless joke that put us on the world 
map.”

£500k spent to 
help midwives 

WALSALL Manor Hospital chiefs 
have spent more £500,000 on agency 
nurses in order to free up midwives to 
ease pressure on its failing maternity 
department. 

The Care Quality Commission re¬ 
inspected the service last week after 
rating it Inadequate in 2015. The 
watchdog noted improvements had 
been made but declared ‘significant 
problems’ remained particularly 
around staffing and a ‘bullying cul¬ 
ture’. Walsall Healthcare NHS Trust 
subsequently formed an action plan 
to tackle the issues. A report states 
staffing levels now meet national re¬ 
quirements.

ALDI has confirmed it will be open¬ 
ing up a new store in Walsall, council 
bosses have confirmed. The retail gi¬ 
ant has long been rumoured to take 
on the store in Coppice Farm Way.

ecuting. Gaunt turned his anger on 
his former partner who had not even 
made the comment, it was said. 

The 53-year-old heaped abuse on 
the woman, branded her as lazy and 
started beating her with the vacuum’s 
metal pole on April 30. 

He hit her over the head several 
times before grabbing a bottle and 
trying to strike her with that as well. 
He missed but threatened to kill her, 


added Mr O’Brien Quinn. The woman 
managed to get out of the kitchen into 
another room and kept the internal 
door shut for long enough to ring the 
police. He left the address but was ar¬ 
rested later. 

Gaunt had an obsessive compulsive 
disorder for cleaning, said Mr Richard 
Davenport, defending. “This is what 
led to him attacking the woman,” he 
said. “He had the mickey taken out 


of him because of his compulsion.” 
Gaunt from Emery Street, Walsall 
had ‘numerous’ previous convictions 
including several of violence against 
women - two of which involved the 
most recent victim. 

He admitted assault and was jailed 
for 11 months. Judge Peter Barrie also 
made him the subject of a restraining 
order which bans any contact with the 
victim for an indefinite period. 


Noddy’s hostin' 
stories are Alive

“PEOPLE mek places. Build¬ 
ings are there but it’s people 
who mek places. And people 
mek the Black Country, them 
the salt of the earth. 

“I’ve been everywhere in the 
world and there’s nowhere as 
good as the Black Country.” 

Slade were a product of the Black 
Country and Noddy Holder is proud of 
his roots and woe betide anyone who 
says a bad word about it. 

“I speak to people who’ve never been 
to the Black Country or the Midlands. 
They all slag it off. But they’ve never 
bin. How the f*** do they know what 
they’re talking about?” says the Free¬ 
man of Walsall. 

Noddy is reminiscing about the early 
days as this year marks the 45th an¬ 
niversary of the band’s breakthrough 
album Slade Alive which went straight 
to number two in the charts. 

Anniversary 

It was their first record to enter the 
UK top 40 and stayed there for more 
than a year. It has been re-released to 
coincide with the anniversary. 

He reflects: “I’ve probably not lived 
there for 40 years, thinking of the 
time I left Walsall. It’s certainly 30- 
odd years. But when I drive into the 
Midlands, if I go and buy a paper in 
a shop, the accent of the customers 
makes me feel at home.” He gets rec¬ 
ognised everywhere he goes. People 
in the shops say ‘all right Noddy, ow 
yow doin’? It’s like they know you and 
them yur mate. They’ll tell me to get 
me hair cut. They still have that sense 
of humour. So you feel like you’re 
home. 

“I tell yow summat. People who live 
in the Black Country doe appreciate 
what they got. I know the yoof don’t 
because occasionally I give talks to col¬ 
leges and schools. They don’t appreci-

ate the history of the area. It don’t 
matter where you go in the world, 
there’s few places you get the warmth 
that you get from the Black Country. 
I get the same vibe from the southern 
states in America. 

“And I tell yow summat else. You 
won’t get better fish and chips, or 
curry, no matter where you go. The 
pubs are great and the characters 
you meet in them are the best in the 
world.” 

He remembers recording Slade 
Alive as though it were only yester¬ 
day. The band had been on Top Of 
The Pops that night. It cost just £600 
to make and recorded over three 
nights at London’s Command Thea¬ 
tre Studio in front of an audience, the 
idea of manager, Chas Chandler, who 
also produced. 

Noddy says: “Chas wanted some¬ 
thing to keep the fans interested so 


we went along with it. He booked us 
into a studio on Piccadilly in Lon¬ 
don for three nights on a Tuesday, 
Wednesday and Thursday. On the 
Wednesday we were called into Top 
Of The Pops with Coz I Luv You, 
which was our next single. It was 
selling like hot cakes. 

“So we went straight from TOTP 
to Command Studios after the re¬ 
cording. We’d done TOTP and had a 
few drinks. We were buzzing. 

“In the end, we just used the gig 
from Wednesday because it was so 
good. We captured the raucousness of 
our live shows on that record. We’d 
been trying to capture it on record 
before because that’s what Slade was 
all about - we were a real rock’n’roll 
band.” 

The record was recorded in late 
November 1971 and came out in early 
spring 1972. It changed the game

and earned them the acclaim they’d 
sought. 

Slade Alive opened the floodgates 
and they were sent to Europe to 
tour. In Australia, the record went 
to number one and stayed there for 
six months. “It was only knocked off 
the week we arrived and released 
our next album, Slayed? We had the 
number one and number two album 
and three singles in the chart. It was 
the same in Canada. But we were 
never an overnight success. That was 
the culmination of five years of hard 
slog.” 

Noddy enjoyed his time with the 
band - “what we had was unique” - 
though he declined an opportunity 
to rejoin. “I’d had 25 years. I wanted 
something different,” he said.

Fees move 
for garden 
waste bins 
put on hold 

CLAIMS Walsall Council are about to 
U-turn on controversial proposals to 
introduce a £30 annual charge for its 
free garden waste service have been 
dismissed by the authority’s leader. 

The council is considering introduc¬ 
ing the fee for brown bin collections 
from next year to save £300,000 even 
though the authority concedes it may 
increase fly-tipping, rogue traders 
collecting waste, and result in some 
agency workers being axed. 

The move is currently on hold until 
bosses review thousands of public re¬ 
sponses to the proposal while an over¬ 
view and scrutiny group discussed the 
issue last Thursday. 

But former councillor Pete Smith 
has called on the council to admit it 
never intended on going through with 
the ‘hare-brained’ charges just so it 
could claim they have ‘listened’ to the 
public when deciding against it. 

Council leader Sean Coughlan, for 
Labour, has refuted the claims. 

He said: “The consultation has not 
yet come to a conclusion. We will lis¬ 
ten to what the scrutiny group say as 
well as the public. We have not made 
a decision yet. Peter Smith in particu¬ 
lar has an issue with everything the 
Labour group does.”

A WALSALL Manor Hospital top dog 
is to step down at the end of the year 
amid a turbulent two years. 

Amir Khan, who has been medi¬ 
cal director with Walsall Healthcare 
NHS Trust since 2009, but will leave 
his high ranking

ber. 

Chief exec¬ 
utive Richard 
Kirby has paid 
tribute to him. 

He said: “Amir 
Khan has de¬ 
cided to step 
down as Medical 
Director from 
8th December 
2017. 

“Amir has been Medical Director 
for eight years and I am sure the 
whole board will want to join me in 
thanking him for the important con¬ 
tribution he has made to the Trust 
during this period.

They would be there in a support¬ 
ive role for patients, their families and 
carers, bosses have said. 

Walsall Healthcare NHS Trust has 
stated they would focus on patients 
waiting for treatments or a move on 
to a ward. 

Matron Denise Fraser said: “Our 
ED (emergency department) is a 
busy, hectic environment but all of us 
who work there absolutely love it. We 
enjoy the varied role, the wide range 
of patients and the hustle and bustle. 

“Due to the extremely busy nature 
of the department and continually 
changing priorities, however, we ac¬ 
cept that there are times when com¬ 
munication could be better.” 

Debbie Hill, care group manager, 
added: “The volunteers will be able to 
help by sorting out food and drinks for 
patients, giving them books or maga¬ 
zines and acting as a link to ED staff. 

“We have already introduced ED 
Champions into the department, who 
are members of staff with a particular 
interest in areas such as dementia, 
substance misuse and organ dona¬ 
tion.” 

Prospective volunteers will be DBS 
checked and will be required to attend 
an induction session for health and 
safety training.

Approval for tallest building 



Tameway Tower in Walsall 


PLANS to convert Walsall’s tallest build¬ 
ing into flats have been approved. 

Proposals resurfaced earlier this year 
to transform Tameway Tower into resi¬ 
dential accommodation. 

A company called Prosperity Develop¬ 
ments, submitted a planning application 
to Walsall Council to turn the site, located 
on Bridge Street, into 143 flats, which has 
now been given the go-ahead by officers. 

Councillor Abdus Nazir, who repre¬ 
sents the St Matthews ward, said: “Tame¬ 
way Tower has traditionally been used as 
office accommodation but I think turning 
it into a residential site will make it look 


better for the area. I think it is good news 
for Walsall because we have a long-stand¬ 
ing problem with accommodation in the 
town centre that we are really trying to 
fix, so this will help a lot. 

“It will also hopefully increase footfall 
to the shops around the town centre and 
in turn provide a boost to our economy.” 

The building, which is 14 floors tall, 
was originally built as office accommo¬ 
dation in the 1970s and is currently part 
occupied with offices on the lower ground 
and first floors and a number of empty 
floors that used to be used for offices. 

A statement from chartered town plan- 


to be flats 

ner John Jowitt on behalf of Prosperity 
Developments reads: “The proposal is 
not subject to any contamination issues 
or flooding and it will not give rise to any 
transport or highways issues, since the 
amount of parking required for office 
use of the space to be converted would be 
considerably greater than the proposed 
residential use.” 

When the plans were first put forward, 
safety around high-rise buildings needing 
to be made safe and secure in the wake 
of the Grenfell Tower disaster in London 
was raised as an issue by councillor Mo¬ 
hammad Nazir. 


New M6 junction to 
bring in 4,200 jobs 


A NEW Junction 10 of the M6 could 
unlock up to 4,206 new jobs by 
tackling congestion in the region. 

The claim has been made as a planning 
application for the replacement junction 
goes out for consultation. 

Highways England and Walsall Council are 
behind the £64million scheme. 

It will see the existing roundabout bridges 
over the M6 demolished with two new curved 
four-lane bridges put up to replace them. It will 
also see the widening of the crossroads junction 
on the Black Country Route, the A454, at the 
turn off for Tempus Drive and Bloxwich Lane. 

In a statement submitted as part of the ap¬ 
plication to Walsall Council’s planning depart¬ 
ment, agents Mott Macdonald said the scheme 
was a ‘transport priority’ for local economic 
plans. It said: “The Strategic Economic Plan 
proposes that there are 10 key employment 
sites within a 10-minute drive time of the junc¬ 
tion which have the potential to unlock 4,206 
new jobs as well as 2,585 new homes. 

Negative 

“The implications of the project not proceed¬ 
ing is that congestion and journey time relia¬ 
bility will be negatively impacted and both jobs 
and housing development will be located else¬ 
where, having an overall negative effect on the 
economic success of the Black Country.” 

Around 8,000 vehicles pass through the 
junction every hour during peak periods. The 
new design will increase its capacity to 10,500 
vehicles per hour. Improvements would also 
be made to the slip roads, modifications to ad¬ 
jacent local roads and the installation of new 
intelligent traffic signals. 

Councillor Lee Jeavons, deputy leader and 
portfolio holder for Transport and Regenera¬ 
tion at Walsall Council, said: “The new chosen 
design is seen as the most effective at reducing 
congestion, offering the best value for money 
and will improve safety for all road users.” 

The project is being jointly funded by High¬ 
ways England and Walsall Council via the 
Black Country Local Enterprise Partnership. 
If consent is given, construction is due to start 
in late 2018.

SOME things restore your faith in our 
public services, while others just leave 
you tearing your hair out.

role involves telling us what to do, or 
“changing attitudes and perceptions”.

But in today’s Britain we see people 
helping at disasters and being inspired not by 
Bronze Age superstitions but by common hu¬ 
man decency. It is a sobering moment the first 
time a religious person sees an atheist putting 
his or her life on the line for others. To do good 
in the belief that you will be rewarded in heav¬ 
en is fine. But doing good for its own sake,with 
no expectation of harps, angels and eternity, 
has got to be better. Religion divides, humanity 
unites.

Girls are sexually abused by organised 
gangs. And then, after the initial shock, it is re¬ 
vealed that everyone knew there was a problem 
all along but everyone chose to look the other 
way. It’s only after the event that we raise our 
hands in horror and demand to know why, when 
all was known, nothing was done. And if you 
want to see a new national scandal brewing, 
look no further than Gypsy Kids: Our Secret 
World (C5) where we meet children of nine and 
13 who have never been to school and whose 
parents, being semi-literate, cannot possibly 
educate them. 

THE problems caused by travellers are usual¬ 
ly reported in terms of caravan invasions, intim¬ 
idation, crime and the filth left behind. But this 
series is a reminder that parts of the Traveller 
community are not only troublesome but deeply 
troubled. 

IF you take your kids out of school for a few 
days in term time, the education authorities may 
well impose a steep fine or take you to court.

HOW would you feel if you heard that 
someone had ripped off your granny for 
£500? Then you found out that they had 
been dipping into her finances on an an¬ 
nual basis. 

We are not talking about an opportun¬ 
ist purse thief or even some doorstep con 
artist. This is happening perfectly legal¬ 
ly... and it’s a disgrace. 

The culprits? The insurance industry. 
The fat cats who run this multi-billion 
pound industry know full well that many 
of their elderly loyal customers don’t 
know their iPad from their elbow. 

Apologies to the savvy silver surfers, 
but in an ageing society where many live 
into their 80s, 90s or even long enough 
to get a letter from the Queen, there are 
thousands of elderly people who never 
go online. 

They don’t own a computer and prob¬ 
ably don’t want to. It is difficult to tap 
away at a keyboard with arthritic fingers 
or peer at a screen when your eyesight is 
not what it was. 

Many of these people belong to a gen¬ 
eration when it was considered shameful 
to owe money or to even be late paying a 
bill. How times change. 

But this means that they often fall foul 
of the automatic renewal, when the insur¬ 
ance company offers you another year of 
‘the same great cover’ without any both¬ 
er. Avoiding the ‘bother’ can prove costly, 
especially as loyalty appears to be a one¬ 
way street when it comes to the insurers. 

Year on year those buildings and con¬ 
tents premiums increase. A person who 
set up a direct debit years ago could eas¬ 
ily be paying £500 over the average deal 
available elsewhere. 

Back in 2013, The Financial Conduct 
Authority (FCA) admitted automatic re¬ 
newal leads to customers being treated 
unfairly. But still it goes on. 

New rules introduced this year have 
forced insurers to tell buyers at the re¬ 
newal stage what their premium was the 
year before. The FCA say that measure 
alone should save consumers more than 
£100m, by alerting them to the scale of 
the premium increase. 

But this will not alert everyone to how 
much less they could be paying for the 
same cover elsewhere. 

The elderly are probably the worst 
hit group but any loyal customer who 
doesn’t make price comparisons can be 
preyed on in this way. It is time our MPs 
took on the insurance industry to end this 
cynical exploitation. 

Check your policy, particularly if you 
pay by direct debit and, if you have elder¬ 
ly relatives or friends, check their policy 
too.

Rail firm's revenues up 
as franchise set to end 



LONDON Midland saw pas¬ 
senger numbers and reve¬ 
nues improve in the run-up to 
losing its franchise. 

The rail operator’s control of 
the West Midlands rail service will 
end on December 10. 

It will be handed to West Midlands 
Trains, which is a joint venture be¬ 
tween Japanese and Dutch businesses, 
after 10 years being controlled by Go- 
Ahead-owned London Midland. 

Now the transport group has con¬ 
firmed that passenger numbers grew 
by 4.1 per cent in the year to July 1, 
with passenger revenue rising by 9.6 
per cent to £339.6 million. 

Its subsidy for the year was 67.3 per 
cent larger in 2017 than in the year 
before, at £87 million. 

Chief executive David Brown said he 
was “disappointed” the company had 
missed out on the new franchise, and 
that it would affect next year’s profits, 
but added that the company had done 
all it could to keep hold of the West 
Midlands routes. 

That included free onboard enter¬ 
tainment systems and Wi-Fi. 

The new operator has promised to 
invest £1 billion in the network, in¬ 
cluding new carriages and additional 
services to alleviate congestion on a 
variety of lines. The number of West 
Midlands trains travelling between 
Shropshire and Birmingham will dou¬ 
ble. 

“London Midland and its people 
have been part of our group’s rail busi¬ 
ness for 10 years,” Mr Brown said. 

“In that time we have delivered 
significant improvements across the 
entire network which have seen Lon¬ 
don Midland transformed into an 
award-winning franchise with high 
levels of employee engagement and 
customer satisfaction.” 


Uno women in 

TWO elderly women had to be cut free 
from their cars and taken to hospital 
following a collision.

Market bid 
back in the 
pipeline 
for centre 


PLANS to bring a permanent market to Wal¬ 
sall town centre are back on the cards de¬ 
spite stalling over the last two years. 

In March 2015, Walsall Council pledged to relocate 
and improve the historic Walsall Town Centre Mar¬ 
ket to a permanent location on The Bridge, however 
delays have hit the project since then. 


Now, a regeneration 
boss has confirmed that it 
is hoped work will start in 
spring 2018 to bring a new 
market to the town. 

The council was awarded 
£2 million to carry out the 
project but only £90,000 has 
been spent so far on feasibil¬ 
ity studies and designs. 

Bosses were set to meet 
today (Thursday) at a cor¬ 
porate and public services 
scrutiny committee meeting 
to discuss the future of the 
plans and the delays so far, 
which have been blamed on 
changes in key personnel in 
the authority’s regeneration 
and development services, 
as well as procurement ad¬ 
vice that was not in line 
with the council’s value for 
money policies. 

Councillor Lee Jeavons, 
deputy leader of Walsall

Council and portfolio holder 
for regeneration, said that 
for the plans to work prop¬ 
erly, the authority will need 
the support of current trad¬ 
ers. He said: “We are antic¬ 
ipating that we will start 
work in spring 2018 to bring 
a permanent market to The 
Bridge. 

“There is still some con¬ 
sultation to be carried out 
with market traders and we 
really want them on board. 

“There have been delays 
along the way but we want 
to make sure when we get 
this done we get it done 
right. 

“The market will be an 
exciting addition to the town 
and as Walsall is historically 
a market town we want to 
continue that tradition.”

Former rehab centre demolished

IT was a once a rehabilitation centre which helped hun¬ 
dreds of patients get back on their feet but now the build¬ 
ing has met the bulldozer after standing empty for five 
years. 

Demolition work at Rushall Mews in Walsall got under 
way at the start of the week. The site at New Street, 
Rushall, has been cleared to make way for homes. 

The centre, which was built in the 1980s, used to cater 
for people who had been discharged from hospital but it 
shut down in 2012 after being deemed no longer fit for pur¬ 
pose despite Walsall Council ploughing around £lm a year 
in to. The service - and funding - was subsequently trans¬ 


ferred to Hollybank House in Willenhall while the move 
affected 59 staff who had to be transferred to the council. 

It has stood empty since with locals describing it as an 
‘eyesore’ but was cast back into the spotlight this year with 
an application to level the building and develop 26 homes. 

But the proposal was met with its fair share of contro¬ 
versy. Councillor Richard Worrall expressed concerns on 
behalf of residents that dozens of trees would have to be cut 
down as part of the scheme while he among others raised 
issues with the fact that dozens of new homes would gener¬ 
ate even more traffic to the area which is around the corner 
from the busy Lichfield Road. 


Call on adverse reactions 


PATIENTS who suffer bad re¬ 
actions to drugs have been 
urged to report it as part of 
scheme which experts say 
could save hundreds of lives. 

Pharmacists at Walsall Health¬ 
care NHS Trust are promoting 
the Yellow Card Scheme to collect 
reports of suspected problems or 
incidents around the world. 

Three cases can trigger an investiga¬ 
tion. The work is vital to the Medicines 


and Healthcare products Regulatory 
Agency in order to monitor the safety 
of all healthcare products in the UK to 
ensure they are safe for patients. 

Reports can be made for all medi¬ 
cines including vaccines, blood factors 
and immunoglobulins, herbal medi¬ 
cines and homeopathic remedies. 

Clinical 


Adverse Drug Reaction (ADR) can 
arise because some clinical trials which 
test drugs do not provide enough infor¬ 


mation, they are too small scale, they 
exclude certain patients and only last 
for a short time. 

Health chiefs have said reporting a 
bad reaction is vital for patient safety 
and is an effective method for provid¬ 
ing data in special patient groups. 

Senior Clinical Rotational Pharma¬ 
cist Jagjit Kainth said: “While we have 
been promoting this within the phar¬ 
macy department at the Manor Hospi¬ 
tal we want to get as many colleagues 
and members of the public involved as 
possible.”

THERE are high hopes for the future of a library building 
which controversially closed down earlier this year before 
reopening as a book exchange. 

Pheasey Library, on Collingwood Drive, opened its doors 
on September 1 thanks to committed volunteers and com¬ 
munity leaders who stepped in to save the facility. 

Despite Walsall Council claiming it wouldn’t close librar¬ 
ies prior to coming into power, a set of initial draft propos¬ 
als released in October proposed 15 of 16 libraries across 
the borough would shut. However, in late January a draft 
budget compiled after a public consultation revealed that 
six of the 15 at-risk libraries would remain open. But this 
did not include Pheasey. 

A 660-strong petition to keep the library open was 
handed to council bosses earlier this year but it failed to 
stop the move and the site closed in July. Now, after a push 
from volunteers and Councillor Chris Towe, the building 
hosts a book exchange which will open, initially, for two 
days a week, on a Tuesday and Friday from 10am to 3pm. 

Police say 
victim was 
murdered 
inside car 

A MURDER victim whose body was found in 
a car at West Bromwich police station was 
killed inside the vehicle, it is believed. 

Police previously thought Harish Kumar had died 
‘some time’ before being driven to the station in 
Moor Street. The news emerged at the opening of 
the 38-year-old’s inquest. 

The body of the father of 
one, from Willenhall, was 
discovered in the front pas¬ 
senger seat of a BMW in the 
station car park on August 
10. He had died of a stab 
wound to the chest. 

Charged 

Mr Kumar was driven to 
the police base and officers 
on the front desk were told 
there was a body in the car. 

Sukhwinder Singh, aged 
40, was arrested on suspi¬ 
cion of murder and later 
charged. 

The defendant, from Mac¬ 
donald Close, Tividale, has 
appeared before Walsall 
magistrates and at Wolver¬ 
hampton Crown Court and 
is due to appear at crown 
court again on October 9. 

A trial date has been pro-

visionally set for January 
29. Senior coroner’s officer 
Stephen Binsley said it ap¬ 
peared Mr Kumar may have 
been killed in the vehicle. 

No family members at¬ 
tended the hearing but it 
emerged that Mr Kumar’s 
wife was in Australia with 
their son on a holiday visa 
at the time of his death. 

Both are now home in 
India and preparing to fly 
to England to arrange his 
funeral, the inquest heard. 

Mr Kumar, who shared 
a house in Rose Hill, came 
to the UK in 2011 and was 
working as a builder. Black 
Country coroner Zafar Sid- 
dique, sitting at Oldbury, 
adjourned the hearing.

Cenotaph restoration 
work now under way 


RESTORATION work has be¬ 
gun to renovate Walsall’s his¬ 
toric town centre cenotaph. 

The monument, in Bradford 
Place, was unveiled in October 
1921 and is currently undergoing 
a refurbishment. 

The improvements include general 
repair, while conservation work is also 
being carried out thanks to a pledge 
from the War Memorial Trust. 

Walsall Council said the work was 
part of ongoing refurbishment, rather 
than in response to any vandalism. 

The site has been damaged and 
targeted by street drinkers in recent 
years, with damage caused to the 
wall that surrounds the monument in 
March 2016 - although that incident 
was eventually confirmed as accidental 

Last year, outraged bus drivers 
called for action over street drinkers

using the site - near to a bus station. A 
public drinking ban was later enforced 
through a Public Spaces Protection 
Order, which covered the town centre. 
The cenotaph was designed by H N 


Martyn & CO Ltd of Cheltenham and 
cost around £2,000. After it was an¬ 
nounced on November 11, 1918, that 
the war was over, the council made 
a decision to build the memorial in 
Bradford Place. 

Bronze tablets were also issued for 
the town hall, which listed the names 
of the dead. A total of £9,208 was 
raised, with the money also going to¬ 
wards memorials in Darlaston. 

The cenotaph stands on the site 
where a bomb from the famous Black 
Country Zeppelin raids of January 
1916 struck. Before the cenotaph was 
put in its place, £150 was spent on the 
surrounding area so that it would be 
suitable to host the monument. 

Councillor Aftab Nawaz, who rep¬ 
resents St Matthews, where the ceno¬ 
taph is located, said: “I hope that when 
the work is done it will encourage peo¬ 
ple to respect the site even more.”

IT was a tight squeeze to say 
the least! But now a couple 
have breathed a sigh of relief 
after their tiny driveway was 
put right by builders. 

Paul and Zena Jones found it almost 
impossible to get out of their cars be¬ 
cause the drive of their new-build 
Great Barr home was so narrow.

Full circle as trains will 
be back on track in city 


THE GWR’s Tettenhall Sta¬ 
tion had a brief life, opened 
in 1925 and closed 40 years 
later, quickly falling into der¬ 
eliction. 

Now it has enjoyed a rebirth, with 
all the station buildings restored and 
enjoying new uses. The line through 
Tettenhall was started in 1913, but 
the war held things up. It was revived 
after the war and opened in 1925, with 
a steam rail-car running passenger 
services. At Tettenhall the line ran 
through the Meadow View terrace of 
houses, three of which were knocked 
down to accommodate it. 

There were two long platforms and 
a footbridge, which was taken away 
when passenger services ended after 
only seven years, and a second set 
of rails were never laid. Behind the 
main platform was a coalyard and be¬ 
yond that a Goods Depot with a siding 
passing through it, and a 30-hundred- 
weight crane inside to unload straight 
to trucks backed into the side door. 

From 1932 the line became goods

only, especially coal trains running 
north from Baggeridge Colliery. There 
were occasional passenger trains, Sun¬ 
day School Specials to the seaside, and 
the station enjoyed two moments in 
the limelight. 

When the Royal Show was held at 
Wrottesley Park in 1935, everything 
came through Tettenhall Station, 
hundreds of animals, and all the farm 
machinery, so an extra temporary 
platform and siding had to be laid. 

Then just after D-Day, casualty 
trains began to arrive, and fleets of 
ambulances took the wounded away 
to hospitals throughout the region. 

The Tettenhall Line was closed in 
1965. The buildings remained derelict 
for some time, but then in the 1970s 
Wolverhampton Council bought the 
land to turn it into the Smestow Valley 
Park, and a walking and cycling route 
through Wombourne and beyond. 

The Park Rangers took over the old 


ticket office at the end of the platform, 
and the former waiting room and sta- 
tionmaster’s office, and the old Goods 
Depot was used for occasional stor¬ 
age. Then in 2014 cutbacks meant the 
rangers moved out, but at the same 
time the resurgence of the station 
began. 

A voluntary group, took the lease 
on the goods depot, to create the Tet¬ 
tenhall Transport Heritage Centre, 
a volunteer-run charity dedicated to 
preserving the story of the city’s trans¬ 
port. 

Within months the building on the 
platform was opened as Cupcake Lane 
cafe, and on August 26 this year the 
ticket office became Weybridge Lane 
gift shop. The resurgence of the sta¬ 
tion has encouraged greater use of the 
Smestow Valley Park by walkers and 
cyclists, and to celebrate the new life 
breathed into the station, steam trains 
will return on September 24. The Wol¬ 
verhampton Model Engineering Soci¬ 
ety will lay down a temporary track 
once again, and give passenger rides 
at Tettenhall once again.

Vincent added that dance was his great passion - but 
staying focused for a long UK tour was always tough. 

“Motivation is the hardest part, to be honest. All the 
people that dance and do this job will agree. When it’s 
live on stage it’s great because you connect to the normal 
people. They are the people - mums, parents and so on - 
who keep you going. 

“And that’s great because they keep you sane. You 
suffer from solitude quite a lot because you’re away every 
week at different hotels. Sometimes you wake up and 
think ‘where am I?’ because we travel so much.” 

Putting together a major new show is tough. It takes 
weeks and weeks of 10am-to-6pm rehearsals before a 
technical week ahead of the first show. Flavia says: “You 
have really long days and there is a bit of 
adrenalin and nerves. Once the show’s 
up and running it eases off. We tend to 
do a half-hour warm-up before every 
show. We have a little time off and 
people do their own thing, going to 
the gym, resting or walking. You learn 
to do that, or you take a massage or see 
the physio.” 

Vincent moved to the UK when a 4 
he was 17 to follow his dream of 
dancing. 

“I wanted to become the best 
in the world, as everybody else 
does, so I moved here. It was 
a coincidence that I met Flavia, 
who was Italian and moved here at 
the age of four. 

“Every day, we had dance lessons 
and were training. Our lives were really about 
that, you know, about competitions and trying 
to win. We wanted to get into the final and get 
the world championship. That was our lives.” 

The couple then got asked to do a 
couple of performances on Strictly 
before the show’s producer asked 
them to become a part of it full¬ 
time. 

Flavia said: “We 
didn’t know how 
big the 


show was. Even now, I can’t believe we’ve been through 
all of that. It was amazing.” 

Vincent says: “Before we were famous in the ballroom 
world and we could walk the high street. Now people 
stop us and want to have a photo. It was a shock to the 
system. Since then, we’ve never looked for work, it’s 
come to us. We didn’t think ‘shall we do theatre?’ The 
producers came to us and here we are.” 

Favia adds: “It’s been a long 
road and initially during the first 
part of our careers it was a 
hell of a lot of sacrifice. You 
think back and realise 
how hard you worked 
and that we didn’t 
k have a life. We were 
obsessed with the 
I-/- weekend being 
about travelling 
to an event and a 
competition and 
paying a £40 entry fee. 

“Then at 10am we’d do 
round one and come out at 
10pm in the evening. That 
was the weekend gone. 

Then it was dance lessons, 
practice rehearsals and 
training. Now we look back 
and it’s ‘wow’. We wouldn’t 
do that again. My niece 
is dancing these 
days but I am 
so not-pro 


You think back and 
realise how hard 
you worked and that 
we didn’t have a life 


dancing. I know how hard it is and what you have to go 
through. I’m trying to sway her off. It’s really hard work. 

I know the sacrifice young people have to make in their 
teens and 20s. It can affect lots of things in later life. But 
it’s worked for us and we’ve kept going and gone from 
one thing for another. We were lucky, things could have 
been very different. We don’t regret anything.” 

The couple have visited Birmingham on plenty of 
occasions and always feel at home in the Second City. 
They’re looking forward to their return and will be out and 
about in the city’s restaurants and shops. 

Favia says: “We love Birmingham and are always happy 
to come up there. I remember places because of the 
shopping. I try to go to Lasan every time, if my husband 
comes up. Fie loves Birmingham too and studied there.” 

Vincent adds: “I used to buy, buy, buy. I’d buy one for 
the stage and one for myself. My wardrobe is exploding. 
So no more shopping. There might be a beautiful leather 
jacket, however, so you never know.”

It’s a dog’s life for the

W ill we ever grow tired of Dr 
Martin Ellingham and his 
adventures? 

It’s 13 years since the first series 
of Doc Martin aired, and our love 
for it continues to grow. In fact, it’s 
been somewhat painful to be 
without new episodes during the 
past couple of years. 

But now Martin Clunes and the 
rest of Portwenn’s familiar faces 
are back for a new run, which will 
also see Sigourney Weaver reprise 
her guest role as an American 
tourist, and Clunes’ old Men 
Behaving Badly sparring partner 
Caroline Quentin return as 
eccentric vet Angela Sim. Art Malik 
is also set to pop up as a visitor 
with intriguing news. 

For Clunes, returning as the 
grumpy medic was a no-brainer - 
he describes playing him as “the 
best job in telly,” adding, “what 
could possible match this: staying 
in the West country, surrounded by 
dogs and people I like? 

“I really love doing this. I love 
everything about it. I love being in 


Cornwall, even though I hate being 
away from home. If I have got to be 
away from home then I’d be here. I 
love being near the sea. I love 
being out of cities.” 

Clunes, along with his wife 
Philippa Braithwaite, is one of the 
show’s producers via their 
company Buffalo Pictures, and as 
a thank you to the people of Port 
Isaac, where the programme is 
filmed, they have set up a trust 
fund to help pay for a few local 
amenities, including a new car 
park - after all, the hundreds of 
people who come to watch them 
film have to be able to put their 
vehicles somewhere. 

“The crowds who come to 
watch have to be marshalled but 
we have not shied away from it 
because the village is such a part 
of the series,” says Clunes. “It 
never bothers me to see the 
crowds watching us filming. I talk 
to them, I look at their dogs. The 
most helpful thing is the dogs. You 
don’t have to talk just about the 
fact you’re on the telly, you can talk 
about the dogs.” 


As you can probably tell (if you 
weren’t already away), Clunes is 
mad about canines. Sadly, his alter 
ego can’t stand them, so imagine 
his horror when the Doc is forced 
to take in Buddy after his wife 
Louisa tells him that having a dog 
will be good for their son James 
Henry. 

“The Doc is making a real effort 
to make things work between him 
and Louisa, and to be a better 
husband and father. 

“As ever the Doc would rather 
nothing changed, and is resilient to 
the notion of change almost for the 
sake of it, but he sees that having 
the dog living with them is 
something Louisa wants, and is 
ultimately supportive, and actually 
allows a dog into the house. 

“But the introduction of the dog 
is a token,” adds Clunes. “It’s a trial 
period with strict parameters, and 
when no-one is looking he throws 
the dog out...” 

Will Buddy eventually win him 
over? Let’s hope so for all their 
sakes.

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A real taste of the Deeo South 



AN authentic taste of the American south, 
but in an unexpected place - Hickory’s 
Smokehouse. 

I was there not just to sample the food, but to 
experience the place. It had burned down almost a year 
ago, and greatly missed by the community, has been 
rebuilt again from the ground up. 

Hickory’s in Kingswinford is now every inch the 
typical Deep South American smokehouse, but with 
a few unique differences. Entering the restaurant 
you can’t help but notice the homage to the fire that 
transformed it; a stencilled phoenix takes pride of 
place, painted on the centre wall. 

BOOTHS 

Cosy red leather-clad booths accommodate parties 
of up to 12, and we were seated in one that gives us 
one of the best views in the house. The snazzy bar to 
the right gives customers the chance to sample the 
cocktails, while the small cinema gives children the 
chance to watch a film before their food arrives. 

Table tennis is on offer in the garden - the perfect 
antidote to the abundant portions and there’s an open- 
pit cooking spicy sausage. 

Though it’s one of a chain of six restaurants around 
the country, it doesn’t feel like one. The decor is kitsch 
and fun. It’s comfortable and cheerful. 

We were spoilt for choice when we checked out the 
menu. For starters, I went for the home-baked American 
pretzel with garlic dip, while my boyfriend David goes for 
the Louisiana seafood gumbo. When both dishes arrive 
we (by that I mean I) decide we’ll share. The gumbo was 
a spicy paella-esque bowl of goodness, just the right 
size, complete with prawns, mussels, perfectly-cooked 
rice and a sauce with a spicy kick. 

The waiting staff, attentive and pleasant can’t do 


enough for us, and advise to have the Smokehouse 
Platter. Three different types of ribs, brisket, pulled pork 
with beans and in-house smoked sausage, it’s served 
with skin-on-fries, coleslaw and pickles. 

When it came out on a board almost as big as our 
kitchen worktop, we momentarily regretted ordering the 
starters. But the brisket was so tender, the Kansas-style 
barbeque glazed spare ribs so flavoursome, we couldn’t 
get enough of them. 

The staff are very knowledgable in not only where the 
meat comes from - a family butcher based in Flint - but 


also the best kind of hot sauce to go with it. David is 
braver than I am, trying the searingly hot psycho juice 
that immediately turned his face pink, while I stuck with 
the CaJohns sauce. There’s so many to choose from, 

I lose count. But if condiments aren’t really your thing 
(which they aren’t to me) then the meat itself was tasty 
and tender enough to go without. 

We asked for a break between courses, and the staff 
were more than happy to oblige, praising our attempt 
to finish off the main. But there was a dessert I’d had 
my eye on from the start. We ordered the cinnamon 


sugar-coated churros and I go for the S’mores. This is 
described as a crushed ginger nut biscuit base topped 
with melted chocolate and toasted marshmallow. Upon 
first bite, it seems incredibly rich, almost sickly. But 
three bites in and I was addicted. 

Next time I think I’ll opt for a smaller main, just to 
make sure I fully enjoy it and finish the other courses. 
But then again, they do offer doggy bags so you can 
take away a bit of Louisiana with you. The bill came to 
£60.95 - not half bad for more than half an animal and 
two other courses besides. JESSICA LABHART

Duster making its mark among SUVs 



The model has sold over 450,000 in its first three years and a restyled Duster was launched in 2013 


Having sold over two million units 
since launch, Duster, a vehicle with an 
international calling, has become one 
of Groupe Renault’s top-selling models. 
Dacia’s SUV has made its mark in its 
segment. 

In seven years, it has won over customers 
looking for a versatile, reliable and affordable 
vehicle. Duster’s powers of attraction are 
practically limitless. Its highly attractive price, 
top-level off-road abilities, robustness and 
design leave no-one indifferent. Read on to 
find out more about a revolutionary model 
that has carved out a special place in the wide 
world of SUVs. 

Marketing an SUV at the price of a city car 
was a bold move. When Dacia made that 
move in 2010, it hit on a major success. The 
theme of affordability was the focus of the 
Duster ad, in which a somewhat caricatural 
couple ask about the price of Duster after test 
driving it.
